When the vehicle driven by Clark 
reached the 125/167 intersection, it 
turned north and accelerated.

Preliminary results of the autopsy 
performed on Ms, Clark listed the 
cause of death as blunt force trau 
ma. Also, the preliminary testing ol 
the blood sample taken (standard 
procedure) from Ms, Clark did not 
indicate the involvement of drugs 
or aleohol in the incident 

It should be noted also that blood 
was drawn from the deputy driving 
the pursuit car in accordance with 
departmental policy 

The accident is being investigat 
ed by the 12th Judicial Circuit Dis 
trict Attorney's Office, the Alabama 
Department of Public Safety and 
the Alabama Department of Foren 
sic Sciences 

Ms. Clark was sixteen and a resi 
dent of Jack, Ala. She was a tenth 
grader at Zion Chapel High School 
Where administrators say she was a 
popular student involved in many 
extracurricular and athletic activi 
ties.

House Votes for White House 
Action on Gas Prices 

Disturbed by the recent sharp 
rise in gas prices as well as the 
Clinton Administration’s failure to 
foresee or address the problem, the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
voted last week for legislation call- 
ing on the White House to work to 
end oil price fixing by oil produc- 
ing nations. As the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) meets this week to consid- 
er raising oil production, Congress 
wants to send a message to the 
Administration and oil producing 
nations that Americans will not tol- 
erate needlessly high fuel prices. 

On Wednesday, the House passed 
the Oil Price Reduction Act by a 
382 to 38 margin. It instructs the 
Clinton Administration to deter- 
mine America’s political, economic 
and security relations with the oil 
producing nations which are found 
to be engaged in oil price fixing, 
and it orders the federal govern- 
ment to push the oil producing 
countries to completely dismantle 
international oil price fixing. 

While I am disappointed that the 
legislation passed by the House last 
week did not also include tougher 
threats of sanctions of U.S. aid and 
assistance to those countries 
involved in oil price fixing - action 
which I feel is also necessary - the 
House vote is a solid first step 
toward forcing Administration 
action to address high gas prices.

Moreover, this new legislation 
should be helpful in focusing atten 
tion on the Clinton Administra 
tion’s lack of a federal energy poli 
cy while America has dramatically 
grown in its dependence upon for 
eign oil imports over the last sever 
al decades. The United States today 
is more reliant on other countries 
for its energy needs than ever 
before. Our nation spends some 
$300 million dollars a day on for 
eign oil, importing 8.1 million bar 
rels daily. Foreign oil imports alone 
make up a full one third of the 
nation’s trade deficit and Iraq is the 
fastest growing source of U.S. oil 
imports. 

Why this imbalance? Is America 
out of domestic energy sources? 
Far from it. Truth is the Clinton 
Administration is not interested in 
pursuing domestic energy explo- 
ration and development. In fact, 
they want to prevent development 
of fossil fuels.

Vanderbilt School 

In the 1930s, located half-way 
between Victoria and Eanon, far 
back in the woods and sitting on 
top of a red clay hill, school was 
being held in the front room of a 
“once upon a time” two-room 
school building. Vanderbilt School, 
had been established in 1883, and 
one of these rooms may well have 


been the original school building, 
for the back room was condemned 
and the front room was almost as 
bad. But these were the depression 
years: there was no money for 
school improvements. During the 
1930s, Vanderbilt School had one 
teacher and provided local children, 
grades 1-6, a short (five’ month) 
school term. The remainder of the 
school year was spent at Eanon, 
Victoria, New Hope, or Mixson’s 
Cross Roads, all located about 2-4 
miles from Vanderbilt.

None of the items brought for 
barter caused problems for the 
teacher. Even the live chickens, 
with their legs tied together, caused 
no commotion among the students 
However, school was totally dis- 
rupted about once a year or so, 
When an airplane was heard flying 
overhead and everyone ran outside 
to see. 

One of our favorite games for 
recess was “town ball.” We played 
with sponge ball which we hit with 
a homemade, paddle-shaped bat 
and homemade 
rules. When the 
ball burst, we 
would resort to 
games of “hop 
scotch,” “steal- 
ing sticks,” and 
“no boogers out 
tonight.”
